Mr. R oosevelt’s own d isreg ard of 
the p a rty tie. m anifested in his 
w illingness to indorse, accept an d 
ap p o in t 
R epu blicans 
in 
accord 
w ith his view s, and to su rro u n d 
him self with ad visers not even re ­ 
motely co ncern ed with D em ocratic 
party or D em ocratic policies — 
these th in g s in the past few y ears 
have released a good m any people 
from th eir inherited, congenital or 
acquired political inhibitions. F or 
exam ple, several millions of N egro 
voters, reg ard ed as an u n d e ta c h ­ 
able asset of the R epublicans, have 
sh it t-'d over to the New Deal cam p. 
On the o th e r hand, m any th o u ­ 
san d s of voters who had n ever 
voted a R epublican ticket in th eir 
lives did so in 1936.

T H A T W A S before th** President 
had tried to pack the S u prem e 
(’ou rt or seize the q u a ii-ju d ic ia I 
boards th ro u g h his reo rgan izatio n 
bill. 
ti was before the p red icted 
failure of the spending policy and

And. of course, it was before the 
new 
sp en ding

insisted

TO DO an y th in g else will be to In­ 
su re New Deal success by dividing 
th e anti-N ew Deal forces. 
U nder 
existin g conditions, for any u n ­ 
bound voter to perm it any party 
label to induce birn to con tribu te 
tow ard the co n tin u atio n of a gov­ 
ern m e n ta l c ou rse and conduct in 
which he does not believe would 
seem to be the height of political 
boobishness. 
T hough it certainly

T h e re is re a ­ 
son to think th a t in tile coming 
election these will sec in coalition 
a n op p o rtu n ity to call a h alt and 
tu rn back tow ard sanity. B arring 
a ch ang e in the President, him ­ 
self, 
which 
they 
can no t 
Irin g 
a lo u t, 
th** election of an ti New 
Deal 
o i . at 
l e a s t , independent 
cand ida tes for C ongress, w heth er 
D em ocrats or R epublican#, is tile 
one co ntribution to recovery the 
voters < an make.
